comes out. Here is a letter received 
from the American wife of a dis- 
tinguished Frenchman, by Gertrude 
\therton, the novelist: 


'Paris is filled with Americans, sol- 


diers, officers, nurses, Young Men's 


Christian Association and Red Cross 


officials. 
It really is, as the 
paper 


says, 'an American season.' They lack 
tact, however, and have antagonized 
various French people by their calm 
assumption that they have come over 
to end the war—and to put a little 'go' 
into things. 
When one thinks of 


what our soldiers have 
done during 


hree years, and that the 
Americans 


have arrived here 
(when 
the great 


difficulties are 
solved, it is a little 


provoking. 
I am sure the Red Cross 


mean well, and they will give very 
efficient help in a great many ways, 
but they havo a great deal to learn, 
nd there have been many hearlburn- 
ngs." 


Everyone, Mrs. Atherton 
reminds 


us, knows how friendship is endan- 
ered by one of the partners 
being 


forced to say "Thank you" too often. 
We must not "rub in" our services to 
Vance and 
make 
gratitude 
taste 


bitter in her mouth. 
We must re- 


member that France is fighting for us 
as well as we for France. 
We must 


not underestimate the valor and effec- 
ivcness of France herself. 
We can 


not hope, with all our power and de- 
erminatlon, to make as fine a flght as 
France has made. 


It behooves Americans in France 


to be humble, as well as tactful. Hu- 
mility and tact are not characteristic 
American virtues, but we must culti- 
vate them. 
There is no probability 


that the United States troops will be 
called upon to meet the terrific on- 
slaughts that the French successfully 
•withstood and beat back in the early 
days of the war. The German troops 
today, whether in attack or resistance, 
are feeble compared to the almost Irre- 
sistible dash of the fresh troops let 
loose upon France early in the war. 
France turned the tide at the battle 
of the Marne and what has followed 
since then has been a continuation of 
the wearing down process adopted by 
the Allies.

$1187 a .year, not

dollars a week.

not ten dollars a week.

ence between these two sums is 5693 
and since the average man lives thirty

The hospitals at Boston, New York, 
Washington and Chicago probably will 
be the first built. They will each have 
500 beds, with provision for doubling 
their capacity if necessary. 
"Tho whole conception of government 
and national responsibility for caring 
for the wounded," said Gen. Gorpas in 
making the announcement, "has under- 
gone radical changes during the months 
of study given the subject by experts 
with tiio medical officers' reserve corps 
and others consulting with them. In- 
stead of the old idea that responsibility 
ended with the return of the soldier to 
private life with his wounds healed 
and such pension as he might.be given, 
U is now considered that it is the duty 
of the government to equip and re-edu- 
cate tho wounded man, after healing 
hin wounds, and to return him to civil 
life ready to be' as useful to himself 
and his country as possible. 
» 


Industrial Training 


"These hospitals will not be the last 
step in the return of the wounded sol- 
diers to civil life. When the soldiers 
are able to take up industrial training", 
further provision will be ready. 
The 
Injured man may be restrained to his 
previous occupation to conform with 
his handicapped condition, or re-trained 
for a new industry comparable with 
that condition. 
Additional education 
will be given to those fitted for it and 
men may in some cases return to some 
more valuable work than that from, 
which they wero called to war. Work- 
shops will be provided, at the hospitals,' 
but arrangements will" also be maao 
with outaide industries whereby more 
elaborate methods of training may be 
carried on. An employment bureau will 
he established to place men so trained 
in different parts of tho United States. 


Orthopedic Hu.siiltabi 


"Orthopedic- (prevention of deform-, 
jty) surgeons will be attached to txic' 
medical force near the firing line and 
to the different hospitals back to tlio 
base 
othopedic hospital, 
which 
will 
be established wfthtn 100 miles of the' 
firing line. In this hospital, in addi- 
tion to orthopedic surgical care, there 
will be equipment for surgical recon- 
struction work and 'curative work- 
shops* in which men will acquire abil- 
ity to use injured members while do- 
ing work interesting and useful in it- 
self. 


Surgeons Going Ovrr 


"In addition to the American ortho- 
pedic surgeons now working abroad 
under Col. Jones of England, others 
will soon so overseas. 
Experienced 
surgeons and a large number of young- 
er surgeons who will work under com- 
petent djrectors, will go.abroad for this 
work, all to be under-the direction of 
MaJ. Goldwaite. director -of military 
orthopedics

underlining, however, the. words 
in 
case of necessity' and I ought to avoid 
Illusions. 
"I shall mention among other things 
an address made by a majority mem- 
ber, Deputy Botz of Wurtemberg, of 
the centre, in which he formally de- 
clared that the reichstag peace reso- 
lution did not exclude all forms of 
annexations and all forms of war in- 
demnity. I must point here that tho 
principal organ of the opposition so- 
cial democracy (independent socialists) 
the Lefpzlser Volkes-Zeitung. has freed 
the so-called 'peace resolution' of its 
ambiguity. 
'The 
resolution,' 
writes 
this journal, 'may mean peace without 
annexation and without war indemni- 
ties, but it does not necessarily have 
that meaning.' 
"It was precisely 
on 
account 
of 
that ambiguity that the independent 
socialists, who on their 
part had 
agreed to a resolution 
favoring 
the 
unconditional re-establishment and in- 
demnification of Belgium, have 
voted 
against the resolution, and the Poles 
abstained from voting. 
"On the whole, it can be said that

tions are anti-annexationists. Will the 
Left, and -the Centre, which in a very

three years, and that the Americans 
have arrived here 
when 
the great 


difficulties are 
solved, it is a little 


provoking. 
I am sure the Red Cross 


mean well, and they will give very 
efficient help in a great many ways, 
but they have a great deal to learn, 
and there have been many heartburn- 
ings."

We must not "rub in" our services to 
France and

bitter in her mouth. 
We must re- 


member that France is fighting for us 
as well as we for France. 
We must 


not underestimate the valor and effec- 
tiveness of France herself. 
We can 


not hope, with all our power and de- 
termination, to make as fine a fight as 
France has made. 


It behooves Americans In France 


to bo humble, as well as tactful. Hu- 
mility and tact are not characteristic 
American virtues, but we must culti- 
vate them. 
There is no probability 


:hat the United States troops will be 
called upon to meet the terrific on- 
slaughts that the French successfully 
withstood and beat back in the early 
days of the war. 
The German troops 


today, whether in attack or resistance, 
are feeble compared to the almost Irre- 
sistible dash of the fresh troops let 
loose upon France early in the war.

spent. 
Doan Holmes' investigations reveal the 
fact which at first seems a little dis- 
concerting to the advocates of univer- 
sity training, that tho average earn- 
ings of a Bachelor of Arts amount to 
$1187 a year, not 
quite 
twenty-five 
dollars a. week. 
But 
the 
situation 
brightens for the colleges when we 
learn that the average 
earnings of 
the non-college man are only 
$518— 
not ten dollars a week.

differ- 
ence between these two suma Is $699 
and since the average man lives thirty 
years after leaving college, his finan- 
cial reward for four years or more or

The hospitals at Boston, New York, 
Washington <'i*nd Chicago probably will 
be the first built They will each hava 
600 beds, with provision for doubling 
their capacity if necessary. 
"Tho whole conception of government 
and national responsibility for caring 
for the wounded," said Gen. Gorgas in 
making the announcement, "has under- 
gone radical changes during the months 
of stuJy-given the subject by experts 
with the medical officers' reserve corpn 
and others consulting with them. In- 
stead of the old idea that responsibility 
ended with the return of the soldier to 
private life with his wounds healed 
and such pension as he might be given, 
it Is now considered that It is the duty 
of tho government to equip and re-edu- 
cate the wounded man, after healing 
his wounds, and to return him to civil 
life ready to be as useful to himself 
and hjs country as possible. 
Indnstrlul Training; 


"Those hospitals will not be the last 
step in the return of the wounded sol- 
diers to civil llfo. 
When the soldiers 
are able to take up industrial training, 
further provision will bo ready. 
Tho 
Injured man may be re-trained to his 
revious occupation to conform 
with 
is handicapped condition, or re-trained 
tor a new industry comparable with 
that condition. 
Additional education 
will be given to those fitted for it and 
men may In eome cases return to some 
more valuable work than that from 
which they were called to war. Work- 
shops will bo provided at the hospitals, 
but arrangements will also be made 
with outside industries whereby more 
elaborate methods of training may be 
carried on. An employment bureau will 
be established to place men so trained 
in different parts of tho United States.

Retiring a few paces, the viscount 
bowed profoundly before the tomb and 
resumed his place in the semi-circle 
formed by the other members of tho mid- 
sion and naval officers. 
One by . one 
each member of the 
mission stepped 
forward silently and 
bowed low

fore the grave. As the last one paid 
liis tribute. Bishop James 
De Wolte 
Perry of the Episcopal diocese of Rhode 
Island offered a brief prayer. Then the 
entire assembly stood 
at

while the baud once more played tho 
Japanese 
national anthem and "The 
Star Spnngled Banner."

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Sept. 17—Data 
collected by the Massachusetts high- 
way commission indicates that more 
than 4,000,000 motor .cars of all de- 
scriptions were registered in the Uni- 
ted States during the first six months 
of the current year. 
Of this number, 


88 per cent, were passenger cars and 
the remaining 12 per cent, commercial. 
Ninety-four per cent, of the cars used 
in this country aro of American make, 
and it is estimated that they have a 
valuation of nearly $5,000,000,000. The 
statistics further show that American 
motorists last year spent $600,000,000 
upon tho purchase of about 800,000 new 
cars, and nearly as much for acces- 
sories, the supplying of which forms 
a substantial branch of the motor car 
trade. 
The cost of running machines is an- 
other figure of very large proportions, 
manifestly incapable of even approxi- 
mation- it includes the cost of tires, 
perhaps the largest single item; then 
thare are also the cost of gasolina 
and lubricating oils, in the aggregate 
considerable' amounts. 
Garage service aggregates a large 


sum, 
although perhaps the heaviest ex- 


pense of all is in driving and caring 
for cars, which has opened a new 
calling of vast extent. Tho number of 
professional drivers licensed in 1911 
was nearly 175,000 for the entire coun- 
try, and since then it has increased 
more than two-fold. If the wages of 
this number were fixed at 515 per 
week and the compensation of others 
employed about cars were added, tho 
total would be upwards of $35,000,001) 
.nnually.
